Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Telefus et al (US 2002/0008501 ) in view of Stewart et al. (US 20030152390 A1 ). 

Telefus et al discloses a boost converter power supply substantially as claimed.

Teiefus et al. disclose a micoprocessor as a suitable controller and illustrate an 
output voltage sensing input to the microprocessor to control the PWM drive signal to 
the FET switch; see Telefus et al. fig. 6B 
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Stewart et al. discloses an optical transceiver with a main controller that includes 
boost converter(s) [para. 0008 &009] for an optical transceiver. The main controller 
receives multiple measurement and monitoring signals of the components of the 
transceiver to control the transmission and reception sides over the serial bus 
implemented to reduce the number of monitoring and measurement connections on its 
own and in combination with other controllers. Power controller [0046] provides voltage, 
current and temperature. Clearly it is multi-functional as would be expected by persons 
of ordinary skill in the art. Stewart et al. (US 200301 52390 A1 ) discloses an optical 
transmitter module with temperature control via a microprocessor, see Stewart figure 3. 
The Stewart microprocessor also receives a signal indicating the voltage/current bias of 
the laser as well. Again, as expected a multi-function microprocessor is provided. 



Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Telefus et al (US 2002/0008501 ) in view of Ashkeboussi et al. (US 62261 1 4 B1 ). 

Telefus et al discloses a boost converter power supply substantially as claimed. 
Telefus et al. disclose a micoprocessor as a suitable controller and illustrate an output 
voltage sensing input to the microprocessor to control the PWM drive signal to the FET 
switch; see Telefus ei ai. fig. 6B. 

Ashkeboussi et al. discloses a fiber optic communication system including optical 
transmitters, optical receivers (not shown) where the stations include microprocessor 
based control systems. Casper et al. in the discussion of the transmitter module notes 
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inclusion of temperature responsive elements to monitor and control the bias current 
over its entire temperature operating range (col. 2 line 57- col. 3 line 40) by controlling 
the automatic power control (APC) to the laser diode. Thus Ashkeboussi et al. clearly 
shows dual functionality of a microprocessor. 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 November 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The remarks urging that dual feature control by a 
microprocessor is not obvious lack merit.
